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Limiting Speed of Trucks 
Opposed by Developer

In a telegram to the city on July 
12, Sidney J. Brown, developer of 
Beltway Plaza, warned that he 
would bring “injunctive proceed¬ 
ings” against the city if its action 
of July 10 to reduce the truck speed 
Hmt to 15 miles per hour on Breeze- 
wood Drive and Cherrywood Lane 
is not withdrawn. Council, upon 
the recommendation of its consult¬ 
ing engineering firm of Greenhorne 
and O’Mara, reduced the speed lim¬ 
it on these roads primarily for 
safety reasons. The new speed lim¬ 
it will go into effect as soon as 
signs are prepared and posted, ac¬ 
cording to city manager James K. 
Giese. 

Brown said that the city’s action 
was “arbitrary and capricious” and 
would “double costs and double 
time” of his hauling operations. 
Trucks carrying earth from the 
Beltway slope adjacent to Klein’s 
use Breezewood and Cherrywood 
to get to the Springhill Lake in¬ 
dustrial tract where they dump the 
fill. In addition, intermittently ov¬ 
er the next three years, contrac¬ 
tors doing excavation work for the 
Metro Transit System will exten¬ 
sively utilize Cherrywood to carry 
earth to the industrial site. 

The city has complied with a re¬ 
cent request made by Steve Zieba 
Jr., project manager for Savoy Con¬ 
struction Co., contractors perform¬ 
ing the slope improvements, to 
post signs on Breezewood caution¬ 
ing motorists to watch out for 
trucks which exit from a point at 
the top of the slope onto Breeze¬ 
wood, In addition the city has in¬ 
stalled a stop sign for trucks at 
this exit. 

Zieba also has expressed fears 
for the safety of pedestrians who 
use the truck road as a pathway 
to get to the Beltway Plaza Shop¬ 
ping Center and of children, who 
play in the area of the slope. Since 
the “No Trespassing” signs were 
being ignored, he asked for the 
presence of city police to act as a 
deterrent. City Manager James 
Giese said that it is basically the 
owner’s responsibility to enforce 
no trespassing on his property. 
The police, he said, will respond if 
called, but the owner should be 
prepared to swear out a warrant 
Zieba said he would not want to 
do the latter. 

Zieba also complained that with 
the speed limit for cars remain¬ 
ing at 25 miles per hour, the safe¬ 
ty hazard will be increased since 
cars will be trying to pass trucks 
on a road with only one travel lane 
in each direction. The road is fur¬ 
ther narrowed, he noted, by cars 
parking on one side. 

Last Thursday, State Water Re 
sources Administration officials 
and representatives of the consult¬ 
ing firm of Robert Balter inspected 
the work done on the slope. The 
Balter plan is being used to correct 
the badly eroded slope. Everyone 
was quite satisfied with the work 
done so far. Some small recommen¬ 
dations were made to improve se¬ 
dimentation control. Seepage areas 
are also being watched, especially 
in that area below the bus lot 
maintenance building where the 
earth has slumped. 

Churchill Confirmed 
To Planning Board 

On July 11, the Prince George’s 
County Council approved County 
Executive William W. Gullett's 
nomination of Dr. John W. Chur¬ 
chill, of Greenbelt, as a Prince 
George’s County Planning Board 
member and Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com 
missioned Dr. Churchill, an asso¬ 
ciate professor of recreation at the 
University of Maryland, replaces 
F. Richard Malzone whose term 
as commissioner ended on June 30. 


No Paper Pickup

up again this week as the city 
has no outlet for the paper. 


Community-University Day 
On Sunday, July 23 

There will be something of inter¬ 
est for everyone at the University 
of Maryland’s third annual Com¬ 
munity-University Day on Sunday, 
July 23. Of special interest to the 
children will be three puppet shows, 
roller skating provided by a mobile 
van, swimming at Cole Field House, 
a live snake show, and a dog obed¬ 
ience training demonstration. A 
horse show and zoo will also be of¬ 
fered. 

For older boys and their dads, 
there will be a judo demonstration 
and ACC tournament films on bas¬ 
ketball, among other programs of 
interest. Seven buses will constant¬ 
ly circle the campus, picking up 
visitors. An information booth on 
the parking lots will provide print¬ 
ed programs. Events will take place 
rain or shine, between noon and 6 
p.m., at no cost.

Greenbelt Rd. Traffic 
Project Still Delayed 

Pauline Menes of the Maryland 
House of Delegates informed the 
city that the State Roads Com¬ 
mission (SRC) advised her that the 
traffic control project for Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue and Greenbelt Rd. as 
well as Edmonston Road and 
Greenbelt Rd. has been held up 
because of a delay in obtaining the 
equipment necessary for new traffic 
control devices. 

The Maryland State Highway 
Administration has plans for tem¬ 
porarily closing the opening in the 
median strip at Edmonston and 
Greenbelt Rds. and turning off the 
traffic signal at that point. The 
left-hand lane for eastbound traffic 
on Greenbelt Rd. will be extended 
to turn left on Kenilworth. The 
light at Kenilworth and Greenbelt 
Rds. will then be recycled, prob¬ 
ably with the addition of a left- 
turn signal on Greenbelt Road so 
that eastbound and westbound tra¬ 
ffic will turn left at the same time, 
while a separate signal controls 
traffic in the forward direction. 

Eventually all the traffic lights 
along Greenbelt Rd. from Kenil¬ 
worth to the railroad bridge will 
be synchronized so that a car pro- 
ceding at an average speed can go 
straight through. 


CITY NOTES 

Despite the announcement that 
there would be no paper pickup 
last Friday, many residents set out 
papers for collection. All such pa¬ 
per was picked up by the city in 
order to keep it from blowing ar¬ 
ound. But all of it was deposited at 
the city landfilll. The city has no 
storage facilities for recyclable 
trash, and since three different 
plants which normally process pa¬ 
per have been closed because of 
flood damage, it may be some time 
before the recycling process can be¬ 
gin again. Till then residents should 
store their own papers. 

Attendance at the swimming pool 
has been light this season because 
of generally cool weather and fre¬ 
quent rainstorms. The largest at¬ 
tendance figure for the suummer 
was recorded on Sunday, July 16, 
when temperatures rose above 90°. 

The city noted an increase in com¬ 
plaints concerning refuse collec¬ 
tions. Most common were complaints 
about missed pickups and about the 
personal language of some collec¬ 
tors, In order to reduce such 
complaints, Public Works Director 
Albert Attick held a joint meeting 
recently with all members of the 
refuse crews. Although the crew 
is up to full strength, absenteeism 
has been a considerable problem this 
summer. 

The Parks crew recently laid 
down 600 square yards of sod along 
the roadway in the Lake Park to 
control erosion. The general crew 
has continued with street patching 
throughout the city, as well as with 
repainting of traffic lines. The 
underpass near Center School was 
also cleaned and repainted, in pre¬ 
paration for a new mural by chil¬ 
dren in the Arts and Crafts pro¬ 
gram. On rainy days some of the 
men constructed templates to be 
used in painting traffic arrows on 
city streets. Others repaired play¬ 
ground equipment.

SHI Board Uncertain On How 
To Handle CMP Proposals

In an indirect way, the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board of 11 ® C 
ors gave some indication at its Thursday, July 13, meeting o 
it was viewing the role of its newly-created Executive Committee, 
which had caused so much dissension at its June 22 meeting. J- ns 
5-person Committee, consisting of the GHI officers and chairman o 
the member relations committee, has the major task of planning 
the agenda for meetings and shaping up issues for presentation to 
the full board, but some of its other duties have remained vague._ 


In a vote that may take on in¬ 
creasing significance, the board 
split 5-3 on an issue involving the 
extent of the Executive Committee’s 
decision-making powers. The issue 
came up with respect to a court 
request for permission to establish 
a painting pattern even though one 
member of the court would not go 
along. The regulations provide that 
the board can establish such a 
pattern when the court cannot 
agree. 

The majority of the board - Nat 
Shinderman, Norman Weyel, Janet 
James, Donald Volk and Tony 
Lynch - felt that this item was of 
such minor operational nature that 
the final disposition of it could be 
left to the Executive Committee. 
“This would be in keeping with 
our intent and that of the CMP 
management survey to get the 
board out of these areas that in¬ 
volve no major policy or cost ele¬ 
ments,” said Shinderman. 

The minority - Tom White, How¬ 
ard Brooks, and Dave Lange - did 
not feel that the Executive Com¬ 
mittee was established with the 
idea of taking on decision-making 
powers. 

CMP Survey 

The problem of how to further 
implement the many recommenda¬ 
tions of the CMP survey came up 
many times during the evening. 
The board finally decided to hold a 
committee of the whole meeting on 
Tuesday, July 25, to thresh the 
thing out, but this decision was not 
made until after seme of the issues 
were discussed. 

One issue discussed in particular 
concerned the hiring of a director 
of member relations. CMP had 
recommended such a director be¬ 
cause of what it felt was a pres¬ 
sing need to improve two-way 
communications between the board 
and the membership. 

Opposition to this idea was ex¬ 
pressed by some of the 30 persons 
present. Ben Elkins said that "you 
don’t need a director of member 
relations. What you need is com¬ 
mon sense,” and told the board “to 
get close to the people and find out 
what they are thinking.” A direc¬ 
tor of member relations, he said, 
would only be adding an extra layer 
of management. “Don’t bring peo¬ 
ple in from the outside,” he advised, 
“use our own GHI members.” Vin¬ 
cent Caruso stressed that “our 
problem is not management but 
heating.” 

In reply to Elkins, Lynch, chair¬ 
man of the member relations com¬ 
mittee, said that his committee is 
in the process of compiling a list 
of GHI members who have expert 
capabilities. However, he noted 
that the board is made up of part- 
time persons who have a livelihood 
to make and who cannot spend full 
time on developing membership 
relations. “This,” he said, “is a 
job for a paid professional.” 

Another issue concerned how to 
best get membership input and 
reaction to the various CMP sug¬ 
gestions. One proposal was for 
the board or a board-appointed 
committee to conduct a series of 
public hearings. A modification sug¬ 
gested by Janet James was to have 
this group go into individual courts 
and survey members at their homes 
rather than to count on members 
to come to a hearing place. Such 
a group would presumably help 
summarize pros and cons of each 
issue to help final membership de¬ 
cision, 

TAA Survey 

Concern over the TAA structural 
survey proposals was expressed 
from the floor. Caruso said the 
proposal to convert to electric heat 
has upset many people and referred 
to a group that has asked a cer¬ 
tified boiler engineer to survey GHI 
plants and records to see what al¬ 
ternatives there are to electric heat. 

Board member Brooks reported 
that when he had asked manage¬ 


ment to give this engineer access 
to the plant and records, he was 
told that this was a decision for 
the board to make. Brooks expres¬ 
sed his indignation at this “put-off”, 
stating that any member has the 
right of access to the plant and 
records. “This refusal was inex¬ 
cusable and irresponsible with a 
capital I” he said stridently. “One 
could get the impression that you 
have something to hide. No won¬ 
der the members feel disgusted.” 

Shinderman explained that there 
is a long-fixed policy that no in¬ 
dividual board member has the 
authority to direct management to 
do anything which involves the re¬ 
sources and time of the GHI staff. 
To do so would mean nine differ¬ 
ent persons giving orders and 
would render the management in¬ 
capable of carrying on its regular 
responsibilities, he said. 

GHI president Jim Smith further 
elaborated that while files are ac¬ 
cessible to the members, manage¬ 
ment is definitely limited by its 
staff and time to how much work 
it can perform for individual re¬ 
quests. 

The board then made clear that 
it favored all the help it can get 
from the membership in the way of 
expertise on heating and other 
maintenance problems. After sat¬ 
isfying itself as to the merits of the 
request, it directed the manager 
to cooperate with the engineer 
that was being brought in by the 
group. 

Audit Debate 

There were also some heated 
words between Brooks and the 
board regarding a proposal to 
change the outside auditors. The 
present auditors, J, Henry Oeh- 
mann and Company, had been do¬ 
ing the work for several years and 
the board had received suggestions 
to switch auditors as a routine 
policy matter. The Executive Com ¬ 
mittee, however, after soliciting 
proposals from other companies, 
decided to go along with Oehmann 
for another year and was now seek¬ 
ing the full board’s approval. 

GHI treasurer White explained 
that some of the factors influenc¬ 
ing the Committee were that the 
auditor was knowledgable about 
GHI procedures, had provided good 
services, including unsolicited advice 
in improving operations and in 
pointing out deficiencies, the finan¬ 
cial arrangements were most ad¬ 
vantageous, and the timing for 
change was inappropriate because 
of the June 30 closing of books. 

Brooks said that he was very dis 
satisfied with the reports of Oeh 
mann, that they were archaic, hard 
to understand, and that it was 
good practice to change every few 
years "to let some fresh air in.” 
Lange said that the CMP people 
had recommended against change 
for change’s sake. The final vote 
was 7 to 1 to retain the present 
auditor (chairman not voting). 

Other Matters 

The board approved a masonry 
fiat reroofing program proposed by 
TAA which would involve some 
new procedures in reroofing. If 
this approach is successful in pre 
venting leaks, the specifications 
worked out by the TAA engineers 
will be used for other houses. 

The board also went on record 
in favor of a tax differential bill 
relating to municipalities sponsor¬ 
ed by county councilman Francis 
W. White. This bill would provide 
tax sharing for duplicate services 
provided by cities and counties. 

Minutes 

Earlier in the meeting an hour 
was devoted to getting approval of 
meeting minutes that had accumu¬ 
lated over the past few weeks. 
There was some discussion over th-^ 
intended scope of the minutes, with 
the newly-elected board members 
inclined to favor more detailed cov-

Court of Appeals Decision 

The Maryland Court of Appeals 
in a decision issued July 10 left 
up in the air the issue of whether 
the Prince Georges charter could 
prohibit county council from grant 
ing conditional zoning. The case, 
Clayman vs. Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty, had originally been decided on 
May 11 as prohibiting conditional 
zoning but was reheard when the 
issue was raised whether the Mary 
land General Assembly (which 
granted the county council power 
to grant conditional zoning) was 
having its authority usurped by the 
charter. 

Instead, the court decided to 
deny the conditional zoning on 
other grounds.

Greenbelt mayor, Richard Pilski, 
at the annual meeting of the Mary 
land League, June 25-28 in Ocean 
City, was elected to the 25-member 
executive committee, governing 
body of the organization. Other 
council members accepted commit¬ 
tee assignments as follows: Charles 
Schwan, resolutions; Gil Weiden- 
feld, environmental quality; Eliza¬ 
beth Maffay, community develop¬ 
ment; and Rhea Cohen, transporta¬ 
tion. In addition, Police Chief 
William Lane is a member of the 
public safety committee. 

At the June meeting the League, 
as a body, adopted several policy 
statements to be forwarded to the 
executive and legislative branches 
of the state and federal govern¬ 
ments. Among these was a recom¬ 
mendation that the present exemp¬ 
tion from taxation of municipal 
bonds be continued or that any 
revenue loss to cities from with¬ 
drawal of such exemption be made 
up for by some form of federal 
subsidy. 

On the state level the League 
recommended that the Maryland 
Public Service Commission, which 
regulates utilities operations, be or¬ 
ganized on the basis of geographi¬ 
cal representation and that its 
membership be increased. The 
League also urged that all actions 
of the Commission be taken only 
after opportunities for full public 
hearings had been afforded. 

Two new policy statements of the 
League dealt with public safety. 
The League went on record as en¬ 
dorsing the idea that law enforce¬ 
ment is basically a local-that is, a 
municipal and county, rather than 
a state—function. For this reason, 
the League also urged that greater 
municipal representation be al¬ 
lowed on the Governor’s Commis¬ 
sion on Law Enforcement, which 
administers both state and federal 
funds, such as those authorized by 
the Safe Streets Act. The League 
also urged development of police- 
community relations programs. 

Recycling Programs 

Finally, taking note of a growing 
issue in citizen consciousness, the 
League urged both federal and 
state governments to take the ini¬ 
tiative in creating markets for re¬ 
cycled materials and to provide fin¬ 
ancial assistance for municipalities 
which undertake their own pro¬ 
grams for disposal of solid waste. 

This conference of the League 
allotted a greater proportion of 
time to business meetings and less 
to workshop type programs than 
had been the case at previous con¬ 
ferences. Among workshop meet¬ 
ings which attracted Greenbelt 
representatives was one on finan¬ 
ces and property tax at which state 
senator Steny Hoyer spoke on the 
need for new revenue sources. 

Mrs. Cohen attended a meeting 
on open spaces and Maryland en¬ 
vironmental services in waste and 
water management. From informa¬ 
tion derived from this workshop, 
she reported that a possibility ex¬ 
ists of state assistance on the es¬ 
tablishment of municipal reclama¬ 
tion centers. 

City manager James K. Giese at¬ 
tended a session on a new federal 
program to provide assistance for 
training personnel in public em¬ 
ployment and for improving per¬ 
sonnel management. Called the 
Intergovernmental Personnel Act, 
the program includes such activi¬ 
ties as opening federal training 
programs to local governmental 
employees. (Both Giese and City 
Treasurer Mabel Kandler have pre¬ 
viously taken advantage of such 
training opportunities in the Wash¬ 
ington area.) 

Federal funds are also available 
for coordinating training programs 
for personnel among various local 
governments. Both the Maryland 
Municipal League and the Metro¬ 
politan Washington Council of 
Governments (COG) are currently 
developing such programs. 

Giese also attended a meeting of 
city and town administrators at 


which a start was made to organ¬ 
ize department-level personnel of 
similar positions in local govern¬ 
ments to work on problems of mu¬ 
tual concern. For example, organ¬ 
izations of public works directors, 
finance officers, recreation direc¬ 
tors, and police chiefs were en¬ 
visaged. 

Prince Georges Members 

Although the League is a state¬ 
wide organization of municipalities, 
Prince Georges County officials this 
year hold a major share of posi¬ 
tions on the executive committee. 
Neal Powell, mayor of Tanneytown, 
was elected president of the organ¬ 
ization. Eight other county officials, 
besides Pilski and Powell, also hold 
executive committee posts, includ¬ 
ing councilwoman Elizabeth Dough¬ 
erty of College Park, councilman 
Earl Schmitt of Riverdale, coun¬ 
cilman John Delbruegge of New 
William Wildman of Bowie, Mayor 
Carrollton, and mayor Charles Ar- 
mentrout of Hyattsville, 

P. G. Air Pollution Grant 

The Prince Georges County 
Health Department has been awar¬ 
ded a federal grant of $86,809 for 
continuation of the air pollution 
control program in the county, ac¬ 
cording to Congressman Larry Ho¬ 
gan. 

The main objective of the air pol¬ 
lution program in Prince Georges 
County is to enforce the state air 
pollution control law. Through pre¬ 
vious federal grants, the health de¬ 
partment has set up 17 air sampl¬ 
ing stations around the county to 
determine the overall quality of the 
air.
